Saves  Draft  Dodger 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The 
Supreme  Court  ruled  5 to  3 
Monday  that  men  who  violate  the 
law  that  requires  them  to  register 
for  the  draft  at  18  may  be 
prosecuted  only  until  they  are  23 
jiears  old. 

After  that  age.  Justice  Hugo  L. 
Black  said  for  the  court,  the 
federal  five-year  statute  of 
limitations  protects  the  man  from 
punishment. 

Precise  implications  of  the 
decision  were  not  immediately 
discernible  but  Justice 
Department  lawyers  said  the 
ruling  does  not  shield  evaders  who 
have  fled  the  country  to  avoid 
prosecution. 

The  5-3  decision,  given  by 
Justice  Hugo  L.  Black,  said  failure 
to  register  is  a serious  offense  but 
is  not  a continuing  one. 
Therefore,  he  said,  the  five-year 
statute  of  limitations  bars 
prosecution  past  the  violator’s 
23rd  birthday. 

The  ruling  reversed  the 
conviction  of  Robert  I.  Toussie,  a 
Brooklyn  businessman  whom  the 


government  moved  to  prosecute  a 
month  before  his  26th  birthday. 

Except  in  rare  instances,  the 
draft  law  prescribes  that  young 
men  register  for  the  draft  at  the 
age  of  18  or  within  five  days 
afterward.  Toussie  was  born  June 
23,  1941  and  was  required  to 
register  between  June  23  and  June 
28,  1959.  He  never  registered. 

The  federal  statute  of 
limitations  prohibits  preosecuting 
a violator  of  federal  laws  more 
than  five  years  after  the 
commission  of  a crime.

The  A Capella  Choir  and 
Philharmonic  Orchestra  from 
BYU  joined  with  gospel  singer 
Mahalia  Jackson  and  the  Utah 
Community  Choir  in  a benefit 
fund-raising  concert  for  the 
Deliverance  Temple  Church  of 
God  in  Christ,  Sunday.

The  sparse  audience  of 
approximately  3,000  did  not 
come  close  to  filling  the  giant  Salt 
Palace,  but  the  concert  was  still  a 
success,  according  to  Bishop  M.A. 
Givens,  of  the  Church  of  God  in 
Christ. 

“We  need  to  raise  25  to  30 
thousand  dollars,  so  naturally  we 
were  disappointed  with  the  small 
crowd,”  said  Bishop  Givens,  “But 
even  if  we  didn’t  make  any  money 
at  all  the  concert  has  given  us  a 
chance  to  show  our  brotherliness, 
and  perhaps  offset  some  of  the 
bad  publicity  that’s  been  going 
around  with  some  good 
publicity.” 

Asked  about  his  feelings  toward 
the  BYU  group  which  participated 
in  the  concert,  he  said,  “I  really 
admire  the  young  people  at  BYU. 
They  have  been  under  a great 
strain  and  so  far  they  havea’t 
cracked.  I’m  sure  their  fine 
behavior  reflects  the  excellent 


church  training  they  have 
received.” 

He  continued  saying  that  he  was 
thankful  for  the  joint  project  and 
its  contribution  to  the  cause  of 
peace  and  brotherhood  in  Utah. 

“I  don’t  agree  with  the  policy 
or  doctrine  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,” 
he  said,  “but  I’m  glad  we  could 
get  together  to  show  people  that 
we’re  not  going  to  kill  one 
another  about  it.” 

The  concert  began  with  the 


symphony  and  audience  singing 
“America  the  Beautiful.”  The 
Utah  Community  Choir 
performed  first,  highlighting  their 
performance  with  a rendition  of 
“Oh  Happy  Day.”

To  Destroy  The  WAC 


ANGUISH 


Saturday  night  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico  a group  of  50  people 
threw  eggs  and  balloons  filled  with  oil  and  kerosene  on  the  playing 
floor  prior  to  the  BYU-UNM  basketball  game.  The  game  was  delayed  40 
minutes  and  damage  was  done  to  the  floor  at  University  Arena. 

This  so  called  “peaceful”  protest  was  loudly  booed  by  over  14,000 
people,  and  had  it  not  been  for  200  police  they  likely  would  have  tried 
to  remove  the  protestors  by  force. 

At  Colorado  State  early  last  month  the  majority  of  fans  were  shocked 
and  disgusted  at  an  obscene  and  violent  outbreak  by  about  150 
protestors. 

We  regret  the  fact  that  police  control  is  necessary  at  basketball  pmes, 
but  we  appreciate  the  concern  of  schools  to  protect  their  facilities  and 
fans  from  violence  and  destruction. 

We  feel  that  strong  security  measures  such  as  those  taken  at  the 
University  of  Wyoming  are  necessary  to  assure  the  continuance  of 
athletic  competition  in  the  Western  Athletic  Conference. 

We  are  tired  of  the  Mormon  Church  being  used  as  an  excuse  to  rebel 
against  the  flag  of  the  United  States  and  to  attend  athletic  contests 
armed  with  oil  balloons,  molotav  cocktails,  angle  pipe  and  ice  picks. 

The  Mormon  Church  from  its  inception  has  advocated  full  civil  rights 
for  people  of  all  races,  colors  and  creeds.  But  the  Mormon  Church  is 
not  a member  of  the  WAC. 

What  then  about  BYU?  BYU  each  year  enrolls  people  from  all  major 
races  and  religions.  Its  requirements  are  only  for  academic  adequacy 
and  compliance  with  school  policy  against  the  use  of  tobacco,  alcohol, 
tea  and  coffee. 

Just  as  people  from  all  religions  work,  study  and  enjoy  athletic 
competition  together  here,  we  feel  that  people  of  different  backgrounds 
and  religious  beUefs  should  be  able  to  work  and  compete  together  in 
building  up  the  WAC. 

We  hope  those  who  would  destroy  facilities  of  WAC  schools  and 
disrupt  its  athletic  contests  will  realize  that  they  are  only  doing  harm  to 
their  supposed  cause  of  brotherhood  and  equality.
